hee came into the Court and ſaluted the Em- 


perour, but would not ſalute the Emperours 


ſonne Arcadins newly created Ceſar. Theo- 
doſiusthinking/hee had not ſeene his ſonne, 
ſhewed him his-ſonne and bid him ſalute and 
kille him. .Amphilochus anſw 
to honour the tather. Theodofaus interpreting 
it. asa contempt of his ſonne ,. grew very an- 
erie , Whereupon Amphilochus diſcouering 
hinſelte ſaid , Art thou offended O Emperour 


that Irenerence not thy ſonne , 
that God is not offended with the Arrians the. 


blaſphemers of his ſoune? The Emperout ouer- 


come with theſe words, Legem ſcribit, made a.
